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Free school meals for all primary pupils launched

THOUSANDS of primary 
school children are tucking 
into a free, hot and nutri- 
tious lunch every day af- 
ter the council extended its 
school meals scheme. 


Last year it started providing 
free school meals for all recep- 
tion and year 1 pupils and it has 
now expanded this to include 
all primary school children. 

Just three other local au- 
thorities in the country cur- 
rently provide free meals for all 


primary pupils and it goes fur- 
ther than the government's 
new policy which only caters for 
the first three year groups. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman launch- 
ed the scheme last week when 
he joined pupils for lunch at Chi- 
senhale Primary School in Bow. 


He said: “We know the im- 
portance of making sure every 
child has a hot and nutritious 
meal every day. Healthy children 
make better learners and the 
high performance of the schools 
in Tower Hamlets is testament 
to this.”

And the pupils were certainly 
happy to tuck in. Magnus Thack- 
way, 10, said: “Everything about 
the food is really good. I normally 
eat a different meal every day 
and I enjoy trying new things.” 

Amelia Noor, 10, said: “When 
it gets cold I can have a hot meal 
and when it's hot I can have 
something cold. All the meals 
are really yummy. My mum 
used to be a chef and the food 
is just as good here. I get nice 
food all the time.” 

Every primary school pupil in 
the borough, including those 
at non council-run schools such 


as free schools and academies, 
have been entitled to a free school 
meal since the start of term, re- 
gardless of their family's income. 

Cllr Gulam Robbani, cabinet 
member for education and chil- 
dren's services, who went along 
to Chisenhale school, said: “Back 
in my day it was all boiled cab- 
bage and lumpy mashed pota- 
to but I was delighted to hear 
how things have changed. 

“The children themselves say 
they look forward to lunchtime 
because the meals are tasty 
and healthy.”

'Disappointment’ 
sewer gets green

A COMMUNITY action 
group, which has led 
a four-year campaign 
opposing the local impact 
of the construction of the 
Thames Tideway Tunnel, 
said news that the scheme 
had been given the go- 
ahead was disappointing. 

Government ministers Eric 
Pickles and Elizabeth Truss 


published their decision last 
Friday, September 12 to make an 
order granting development 
consent for the 15-mile tunnel. 

Thames Water, which is 
leading the multi-billion pound 
project, says the 'super sewer 
will help modernise London's 
ageing Victorian sewerage 
system and make the River 
Thames cleaner and safer. 

Construction of the tunnel, 
running from west to east 


London, is expected to start in 
2016 and be completed by 2023. 

However, King Edward 
Memorial Park in Wapping is 
earmarked as one of the con- 
struction sites when the local 
section of the tunnel is built. 

And campaigners, including 
residents and community 
groups, say the development 
would be at the expense of 
the only park left in a much 
built-up area.

"We are looking at new 
delivery models and new ways 
of involving local people. 

"We are absolutely commit- 
ted to ensuring that frontline 
services are protected and that 
our most vulnerable residents 
continue to receive the services 
that they need. This has been a 
hallmark of our work to date, 
and is still a priority for the 
council. 

"Your Borough, Your Voice is 
one of our key channels to 
listen to residents' views on 
our approach. I would urge 
residents to participate in this 
important campaign.”

An electrical safety expert 
reported that the charger was 
unsafe as the adaptor did not 
ensure protection against fore- 
seeable hazards, with a risk of 
fire and electric shock.

IF you took a visit to Nor- 
man Grove in Bow last 
weekend you might have 
thought you had gone 
back in time. 

Children were apple bob- 
bing, racing home-made 
go-karts, dressing up and 
playing cricket while dogs 
scavenged for sausages. 

Residents were re-living the 
time when, in 1914, Sylvia 
Pankhurst opened a toy 
factory at what is now 45 
Norman Grove to provide jobs 
for East End women. She also 
established an on-site creche to 
enable mothers to work. 

The centenary event was 
held on Saturday, September 6 
and one of the organisers Tony 
Hart said it was a great success. 

“I think people in and around 
our street are proud of its place 
in history. 

"Parents I know around here 
certainly love to tell their chil- 
dren about Sylvia Pankhurst 
and what she and others who 
strove for social change achieved 
here in the East End," he said. 

Last year Mr Hart was given 
a photo taken in 1919 of a street 
party in what was then called 
Norman Road, and he decided 
to re-stage it last Saturday. 


"The old photo shows just 
how connected people were. Per- 
haps because of Sylvia and that 
past we are all pretty- well con- 
nected to this day, but really get- 
ting together once a year like 
this is a sure way of making new 
local friends young and old." 

Around 200 residents came 
out to share food, games and to 
bring the street's Suffragette 
links to life, local artists Margare- 
ta Kern and Sarah Corbett led a 
children's workshop about 
protest. 

Twenty children made sashes 
and placards reminiscent of 
those carried by those who 
campaigned for Votes for 
Women. The youngsters staged 
their own march in Norman 
Grove, shouting their demands 
- including world peace, homes 
for everyone and a living wage 
for all as well as more cookies 
and sweets!

Cyclists pedal 280 miles for charity cash 


A GROUP of cyclists from 
a Tower Hill company have 
completed a 280-mile 
ride to Paris to raise funds 
for a hospital’s work 
saving the lives of new- 
born babies. 

Employees from Donban Con- 
tracting in Trinity Square 
decided to take on the challenge 
after the neo-natal unit at 
King's College Hospital in Cam- 
berwell cared for the baby 
daughter of their colleague Bri- 
an Higgins. 

Brian said baby Hannah was 
sent to the unit the evening she 
was born last September 28. 
Initially he and his wife Siobhan 
did not know what was 
wrong with her but she was 
eventually diagnosed with a rare 
condition called Rubinstein 
Taybi Syndrome 

But Brian said: "This was 
never the focus for the team in 
the neo-natal unit, they just

treated Hannah's symptoms 
and concentrated on getting 
her better. 

"We remained on the unit for 


six months, the staff felt like 
family by the end and they all 
knew Hannah really well. 

"It's amazing the work they 


do and the lives they save - we 
wanted to give something back." 

The 14 cyclists left Trinity 
Square early on September 5 


and arrived in Paris the follow- 
ing day having raised £12,000, 
well over their initial £5,000 
target. 


Spot signs and beat cancer

MEN in Tower Hamlets 
are being encouraged to 
face up to cancer and seek 
help if they suspect any 
symptoms. 

Every year around 80,000 
men in the UK die from cancer, 
most commonly bowel, lung 
and prostate cancer. 

And GPs say many of these 
deaths could be prevented by 
getting help earlier or by living 
more healthily. 

Local GPs also say men are 40 
per cent more likely to die from 


cancer than women, mainly 
because they generally drink 
and smoke more, and have a 
poorer diet. Men also tend to 
wait longer before seeking help 
after spotting signs of cancer. 

GP Sam Everington, chair of 
Tower Hamlets Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), 
said: "It's so much more common 
for my male patients to put a 
brave face on something that 
could turn out to be really 
serious. We are more able to help 
if we can detect cancers early. 
Being aware of the signs and act- 
ing on them could save your life." 


As part of the nationwide Blue 
September awareness cam- 
paign for men, residents are 
being asked to look out for the 
signs and symptoms of cancer. 

Bowel cancer: blood in your 
stools; unexplained change in 
your bowel habits; and/or 
unexplained weight loss. 

Lung cancer: persistent cough; 
coughing up blood; persistent 
breathlessness; unexplained 
tiredness and weight loss; an 
ache or pain when breathing or 
coughing. 

Prostate cancer: needing to 
urinate more frequently, espe- 


cially at night; difficulty urinat- 
ing or taking a long time to fin- 
ish; blood in urine and pain 
during sex. 

Skin cancer: appearance of a 
new mole or a change in an 
existing mole. 

Testicular cancer: a painless 
lump or swelling in the testicles; 


a dull ache or a feeling of heav- 
iness in the scrotum. 

The NHS offers free advice and 
health checks to anyone aged 
40-74, including advice on 
losing weight, stopping smok- 
ing or cutting down on alcohol 
to reduce the risk of cancer and 
other diseases. 


Trust seeks 
'buddies' for 
new scheme 

A MENTAL health trust is seek- 
ing local 'buddies' who can help 
former patients find their feet 
after a period of time in hospital. 

East London NHS Founda- 
tion Trust hosts a peer support 
service which provides one-to- 
one emotional and practical 
support to service users both on 
in-patient mental health wards 
and in the community. 

When discharged from hospi- 
tal, many people experience iso- 
lation and loneliness and find 
that support provides a valuable 
source of social contact. 

A peer support worker can 
help former patients to explore 
what's going on in their local 
area, give them an extra boost 
of confidence by accompanying 
them to appointments or just 
meeting for a coffee. 

The trust is looking to recruit 
a new group of peer support 
workers, who must have direct 
lived experience of both men- 
tal ill health and personal recov- 
ery. The role requires excellent 
communication and interper- 
sonal skills, a willingness to 
safely share experience, as well 
as an ability to work indepen- 
dently and as part of a team.

LOCAL GPs are reminding 
diabetes patients to keep an eye 
on their health, ahead of Nation- 
al Eye Health Week from 
September 22-28. 

Approximately 4,200 people 
each year are at risk of blindness 
or sight loss caused by diabet- 
ic retinopathy. 

The NHS diabetic eye screen- 
ing programme aims to reduce 


the high rates of sight loss 
through the condition, through 
early diagnosis and effective 
treatment. 

The programme also supports 
patients to manage their blood 
sugar levels and blood pressure, 
which is a major cause of patients 
developing retinopathy. 

Dr Sam Everington, chair of 
NHS Tower Hamlets CCG, said: 


"Loss of sight has a permanent 
and life-changing impact. The 
programme supports patients 
to keep an eye on their health 
and to manage their condition.

SUMMER days may be drifting 
away but many residents will have 
good memories of the Summer 
Night Lights activities they en- 
joyed around the borough during 
the holidays. 

The council worked with the police, Vic- 
tim Support and various voluntary sector 
organisations to organise 18 events as part 
of the pilot scheme designed to help build 
community cohesion and tackle crime. 

Seven other London boroughs also took 
part in the Summer Night Lights pilot, the 
first time it was held in the UK. 

The violence reduction programme was 
originally launched in Los Angeles in 2008 
to address peak offending' during the 
holiday period by boosting positive activ- 
ities suitable for everyone. 

The initiative in Tower Hamlets involved 
four different locations, all of which served 
hot food - a similar tactic used in 
America to encourage communities to 
come together. 

As well as free refreshments, other 
activities, which varied between the sites, 
included fairground games, wall climbing, 
dance classes, graffiti projects and compe- 
titions with prestigious titles up for grabs. 

The council's rapid response buses, com- 
plete with state-of-the-art equipment, 
were present at each event giving young- 
sters the opportunity to pick up new cook- 
ing skills or try out music production 
while learning more about the services 
available to them. 

Emergency vehicles also made an appear- 
ance allowing local teens to discover what 
it takes to respond to an emergency call. 

A number of highly competitive football 
tournaments took place between local

teams and the police with the youngsters 
narrowly winning the finals. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: "We've been 
working hard with our partners to devel- 
op a series of events that not only builds 
community cohesion but allows us to work 
together in reducing crime and disorder. 

"I was pleased to meet with so many fam- 
ilies across the different sites who have been 
taking advantage of these free evening 


events. In the US the project has helped 
achieve a significant reduction in violence 
within areas and has also helped develop 
a stronger bond among the community." 

Mazeda Akter, who lives on the Colling- 
wood Estate, said: "This was a great way for 
us to all come together. 

"There is something for everyone and 
everyone seems to be having fun. I've 
been speaking to the police about various 


things and I feel a lot more reassured that 
they're working hard to reduce anti-social 
behaviour in my area. The event wasn't like 
a regular summer event as they start in the 
evening which is a really good idea." 

Devon's Road, Shadwell, Whitechapel 
and Collingwood Estate were areas high- 
lighted as locations which could benefit 
from the additional support and resources 
available through this project.

History

CELEBRATIONS will be held this 
month to mark the 360th 
anniversary of St Matthias Old 
Church in Poplar. 

The church, which survived the Blitz of 
World War II, fell into disrepair and was 
declared redundant in 1977. 

It was renovated for community use in 
the late 1980s and was handed over to a 
group of trustees in 1992. 

Their challenge was to preserve the 
building as a historical treasure, not only 
for the people of Blackwall, but also to hold 
it in trust for the nation. 

Now, the community centre hosts a 
variety of social, educational and leisure 
activities for people of all ages. 

Anniversary celebrations are due to 
start this weekend, when the centre hosts 
an exhibition as part of Open House, the 


London-wide festival of architecture. 

The exhibition will be held at the 
centre at 113 Poplar High Street, on Sunday, 
September 21. On the same day, historian 
Gary Haines will conduct a history walk 
in the area from 1pm. 

St Matthias community centre will hold 
its annual meeting on Monday, Septem- 
ber 22 at 6.30pm, when there will be a talk 
on the history of the building. 

The venue will host a community 
concert on Wednesday, September 24 at 
7pm. And residents and well-wishers are 
invited to an anniversary tea party on 
Friday, September 26 from 2-4pm. 

A lunchtime talk by Nick Robins, author 
of The Corporation that Changed the 
World: how the East India Company 
shaped the modern multinational (see 
page 13 for more), will round the 
celebrations off on Saturday, October 4 
at 12pm. All are welcome to attend.

History 


Ancient gem in the heart of Poplar 


BY JOHN RENNIE 

TAKE a turn north off Poplar High 
Street, into Woodstock Terrace and 
within a minute or so you’ll see a 
typical Victorian church on your left. 
Stone walls, pitched roofs and a 
jaunty little bell tower on the West 
End, the chancel nestling beneath. 

But dig a little deeper into the history of 
St Matthias Old Church and you discover 
a far stranger story. Of a chapel hidden with- 
in the skin of a church, one of only three 
chapels built in England during the bloody 
interregnum that separated Charles I and 
II. Strangest of all, a chapel built on the pro- 
ceeds of stolen diamonds. 

Its story begins with Hugh Greete, an 
agent charged - like many others - with 
carving out for the Crown a profitable slice 
of world trade, as little England became 
the greatest maritime and economic 
power on Earth. 

The East India Company received its 
royal charter from Elizabeth I in 1600, and 
at its peak would account for half the world's 
trade. Tea, salt, indigo dye, saltpetre and 
cotton were among the mainstays. It was 
a bloody, amoral business. Opium was a 
profitable commodity and the company 
would eventually rule large tracts of India, 
with control enforced, savagely, by its own 
private armies. 

Greete was in at the beginning - and his 
speciality was the sourcing of diamonds, 
to be sent back to City merchants. The Gold 
Rush had nothing on the Indies in the 
early 1600s as agents, working thousands 
of miles and hundreds of days away from 
England, made their own deals on the com- 
pany account. 

Greete complained “loudly and end- 
lessly" that no-one from London answered 
his letters so he didn't know what to buy. 
It later emerged he was buying almost 
everything available with company 
money, but keeping the quality stuff for 
himself, while sending the dregs back to 
the capital. 

In 1618, Greete was recalled to London and 
thrown in jail, where he died a year later. 
But there was a surprise in his will. Greete 
died a rich man (of course) and declared that 
he wished his fortune to be gifted back to 
the company to establish a school. 

Court papers of the time describe Greete's 
progress, and the East India's embarrass- 
ing predicament: “Consideration of the 
settlement of Hugh Greete's estate, of 
which there rested £446 10s id. to be dis- 
posed of; Mr. Governor observed it was to 
be employed for building an hospital; the

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Court minutes of the 15th, 17th, 22nd, and 
25th June 1625, wherein the business had 
been handled and the advices sent home 
from the Indies, read; by which it ap- 
peared that Greete went out a very poor 
man, much indebted, carried himself very 
mutinously, debauchedly, and unfaithful- 
ly, gave away 1,000 ryals belonging to the 
Company, employed the Company's mon- 
eys to his own use, when he bought dia- 
monds for the Company's reserved the 
choicest for himself, dissuaded the men 
from the voyage to the Moluccas, gave in 
false accounts to the President and Coun- 
cil, and yet by his own account was indebted 
to the Company 252 ryals, of all which a 
Court of Merchants at Jacatra found him 
guilty, sent him home a prisoner, and se- 
questered his good; it was therefore resolved 
to employ the said £461. 10s. id. towards the 
foundation of the hospital now in hand at 
Blackwall, which was to be reputed the work 
of the Company, and not of Greete." 

Thus the company would “set up some 
memorial of Greete as a benefactor to the 
hospital, but the court absolutely resolved 
to have no release and not to attribute any- 
thing to Greete in this work". 

In other words, we'll take your money but 
don't expect to have your name over the 
door. The company could scarcely turn down 
a charitable endowment, but weren't 
about to link their name with that of the 
man who had stolen 'their' diamonds. 

On its way to becoming the world's first 
multinational company, the East India 
had bought a shipyard in Poplar in 1614. The 
Middlesex hamlet would soon become the 
hub of its global operation, and in 1627, it 
bought a house on Poplar High Street for 
use as a hospital (in the old sense of half 
infirmary, half care home). 

The house came with grounds. Captain 


Thomas Styles, a director of the company, 
reported that “behind the house there is a 
faire field, and a dainty row of elmes, and 
a private garden, wherein a chappie may 
be built of 90 foote in length and 32 foote 
in breadth”. And so the development grew. 

The people of Poplar and Blackwall 
began petitioning in 1633 for their own 
chapel of ease' to avoid the long trek to the 
overcrowded parish church of St Dunstan 
in Stepney. 

In 1639, the Lord of the Manor of Poplar, 
Gilbert Dethick, died leaving £100 towards 
the building of the chapel, stipulating that 
this money would only be paid if work was 
begun within three years of his death. The 
money was paid, so we can infer that ground 
was broken for the new chapel by 1642. 

But it was a turbulent time for England. 
The Civil War was beginning, money was 
in short supply and trade was disrupted. 
Religion, too - William Laud, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, was beheaded in 1645; Charles 
I, the head of the Church of England, was 
killed in 1649. Unsurprisingly, only three 
surviving churches are known to have 
been built during the period: one in 
Northumberland, one in Leicestershire... 
and Poplar Chapel on the outskirts of 
republican London. 

And the chapel had rich friends. Sir 
John Gayer, Lord Mayor of London during 
1646-7, was also a director of the compa- 
ny and, when he died in 1649, he left mon- 
ey for the glazing of the chapel (again it had 
to be completed within four years). Wealthy 
Mile End merchant Maurice Thompson 
pushed for the chapel's completion, and the 
City livery companies (increasingly rich on 
East India Company trade) were playing 
their part. In 1652, the company made a first 
payment of £100 to City bricklayer John 
Tanner - Master of the Bricklayers 


Company and later Bricklayer to the 
Corporation of London. 

By 1654, the chapel was complete and 
ready for worship, its design based on the 
long since demolished Broadway Chapel, 
which stood in present day Victoria Street 
in Westminster, another church built for 
Puritan-leaning City merchants. 

Simplicity was all. A plainly elegant 
brick rectangle, it was built for the Bible- 
reading based services of the new religion, 
rather than the more elaborate perfor- 
mances of the Catholic Church. Eight 
wooden columns supported the roof 
(seven remain) though the colourful sto- 
ry that these were masts from company 
ships is, alas, untrue. 

From the 18th century, rural Middlesex 
was fast disappearing under the sprawl of 
development east of the Tower. And the 
huge parish of Stepney would eventually 
be subdivided into no fewer than 67 new 
parishes. But the little East India Chapel was 
deemed too humble to become a parish 
church: a report of 1718 sniffily mentioned 
the lack of a tower, for one thing. 

There were insufficient funds to demolish 
and start again (thankfully), so the dynamic 
Rev John Fenwick Kitto, vicar in the 
mid-i8oos, set about transforming his 
chapel into a Victorian church: new 
windows, ragstone cladding, a chancel... and 
a belltower. 

St Matthias was decommissioned in 
1977 and fell into disrepair. Salvation came 
in 1992, with a £700,000 grant and its trans- 
formation into the St Matthias Community 
Centre. Once more, the oldest building in 
Docklands is playing an active part in the 
lives of the local people.

Walk of the Month: 

Westferry to Blackwall 


CROSSRAIL is Europe’s largest infra- (Below) The new age 
structure project. When it opens in crossrail station 
2018, it will transform transport under construction 
connections across London. 

In the meantime, you can witness it tak- 
ing shape; on this walk you'll see the con- 
struction work in progress at Canary Wharf 
station. There are echoes from the past too, 
as you pass old rum and sugar ware- 
houses beside the former 
West India Import 
Dock. 


From Westferry DLR station, 
walk beside the railway viaduct and cycle 
super highway CS3, picked out in electric blue. 

At Garford Street, there's a delightful group 
of dock constables' cottages - designed by John 
Rennie in 1819 - and a cluster of Salvation 
Army buildings. 

The Salvation Army has been here since 
1930. But the older building - set back and 
topped with a cupola - was built as the Scan- 
dinavian Seamen's Temperance Home (1). Like 
other hostels hereabouts, it provided ac- 
commodation, social and welfare facilities 
for seamen during their turn-around time 
in London. 

Around the corner, the Dockmaster's House 
(2) - despite its name - was built as the Ex- 
cise Office, with a matching Customs Office 
opposite. It later became the Jamaica Tav- 
ern, quenching thirsty sailors, and is now an 
upmarket Indian restaurant. 

Dock security was of paramount impor- 
tance; two stone gate-piers mark the old dock 
entrance, and along Hertsmere 
Road you'll find a small 
rotunda (3). Dating 
from

1804, this was the armoury for the dock's own 
military regiment. 

A similar building - now demolished - 
served as a lock-up to hold suspected 
thieves and tres- 
passers. 



The 

cooperage 
and stores 
have since been 
adapted into the 
Cannon Workshops. 
Opposite, a giant in- 
scription heralds your ar- 
rival at the West India Docks. 
In flowery language it pro- 
claims that the new docks "shall 
contribute stability, increase and 
ornament to British commerce.'' 

A long run of warehouses and dock 
offices face the water. First up is the 
old counting house - now a pub - 
and then the Museum of London 
Docklands (4) , housed in a for- 
mer sugar warehouse. If you 
have time, it's well 
worth exploring 
the displays on 
dock history, in- 
ternational trade 
and slavery. 


Outside, Robert Milligan - a wealthy mer- 
chant, ship-owner and dock promoter - sur- 
veys the horizon. The West India Docks 
comprised three parallel docks, with room 
to berth 600 ships. One visitor in 1826 
wrote: "Everything is on a colossal scale with 
sugar enough to sweeten the whole adjoining 
basin, and rum enough to make half Eng- 
land drunk.'' 

Head over the yellow floating footbridge 
(5), engineered by Anthony Hunt Associates 
to straddle the dock on pontoons, like rub- 
ber shoes. There's a backdrop of office blocks, 
with One Canada Square as the centrepiece 
-46 storeys high, clad in shimmery steel and 
topped by a pyramid. 

At Wren Landing, decorative steel railings 
designed by Bruce McLean characterise the 
attention that Canary Wharf Group has giv- 
en to the landscaping; there 
are more than 60 
sculptures around 
the estate, making 
it one of the UK's 
largest collections 
of public art. Along 
Fisherman's Walk you'll 
find another sculpture - Kei- 
th Rand's Original Form uses 
lengths of Douglas fir, rippled to cre- 
ate a honeycomb effect. 

Crossrail ( 6 ) is a colossal project to cre- 
ate a speedy cross-London train line, reach- 
ing out to Maidenhead in Berkshire and 
Shenfield in Essex. The Canary Wharf sta- 
tion - designed to resemble a ship in 
the dock - runs for 256 metres across six 
storeys. The underground levels will handle 
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Midland Bank WWI memorial

trains and passengers, with shops and 
restaurants above. Most remarkably, there 
will be a public garden on top, planted with 
trees and shrubs and incorporating space for 
arts events. 

Your pathway opens out into Adams 
Place, landscaped with gentle water features 
and planters stepping up in eye-catching tile 
work. The overhead walkway - rather space 


age in style - will provide station access from 
Canary Wharf. 

Somewhat unexpectedly, behind HSBC, 
you'll encounter two war memorials (7) 
commemorating Midland Bank employ- 
ees; these were relocated from Midland 
branches in the City. 

The WWI memorial is especially striking, 
flanked by figures of St George and the 



Recording Angel by Albert Toft. 

You emerge onto Upper Bank Street. From 
here, there are close-up views of the roof arc 
- a lattice of spruce glulam beams, inset with 
air-filled cushions - like a huge blanket of 
bubble wrap. 

At the station's end, step down to the wa- 
terside. A footbridge, flashed with red, takes 
you over to a neon light sculpture; Bill Cul- 
bert's Coup de Foudre II - meaning both a 
'bolt of lightning' and 'love at first sight' - 
swirls inside and outside the building, like 
scribbles in the sky. 

Inside, Idea Store Canary Wharf ( 8 ) offers 
book groups and art events, as well as library 
books and online access. Back outside, head 
up the grey granite steps - if you're not feel- 
ing energetic, there's an escalator nearby. 

Billingsgate Fish Market (9) is crowned 
with yellow tubular steel and two golden 
fish weather vanes. Here, around 40 mer- 
chants sell all manner of seafood to restau- 
rants, delis and fishmongers. It's open to the 
public too; you'll need to be an early riser, 
as trading runs from 4-8.3oam. 

Billingsgate operated in the City for more 
than 600 years, before relocating here in 1982. 
Each year the Lord Mayor of London presents 
a gift offish, as ground rent, to Tower Hamlets. 

The view widens as you arrive at a dis- 
tinctive sculpture at Cartier Circle; this arc

Wharf park and business zone. Beneath you, 
(Main photo) One Blaclcwall Basin (10) once served as the main 
Canada Square entrance chamber between the Thames and 

tower the docks. You can reach the waterside via 

the footbridge, splicing between housing 
blocks on Trafalgar Way. 

The waterside snakes around to Poplar Dock. 
Now home to a marina community of Dutch 
barges and houseboats, Poplar Dock was de- 
signed primarily to regulate water levels in 
the adjacent docks. It was also used to store 
newly-landed timber logs - floated in the 
water to prevent cracking - and from 1850 it 
became a railway dock, handling coal ship- 
ped from the north-east. Cranes, rather like 
herons, stand perched on the waterside. 

Wide stone steps lead down to Aspen Way. 
At the bottom, head right and spiral 
down through the underpass, in the 
shadow of road gyrations. At the far end, you 
arrive at Blaclcwall DLR station, the end of 
your walk.

Have your say 
on migration art 



Ahmed Farooqui’s Umbra Sumus as it might look

AN artist is inviting 
the public to decide be- 
tween two proposed mon- 
uments that probe 
contrasting attitudes to- 
wards migration. 

Ahmed Farooqui is set to 
show his designs for the project, 
titled Monument to Migration, 
during an exhibition which 
opens next week at the Espacio 
Gallery in Bethnal Green. 

“There are always two sides 
to the migration coin, and its ef- 
fects - whether good or bad - 
depend on who you are and 
where you live," said Farooqui. 

“So I've designed two monu- 
ments, one from the perspective 
of the new migrants and settlers, 
and another from the perspec- 


tive of the settled, indigenous 
communities." 

The artist describes his 
migrant monument as a “soar- 
ing structure of steel" which rep- 
resents the energy that new 
migrants bring to an area. 

Meanwhile his second piece, 
called The Grinder, is made 


from parallel steel plates which 
each represent a different com- 
munity, and explores the ten- 
sions this may arouse. 

Farooqui added that members 
of the public were welcome to 
submit their own designs. 

About Brick Lane is free 
and runs from September 18-30 
at the Espacio Gallery, 159 
Bethnal Green Road, Ei. 

As well as Farooqui's designs, 
the exhibition features ten oth- 
er contemporary artists who ex- 
plore the history, culture and 
architecture of the area through 
a mix of forms including paint- 
ing, printmaking, photography 
and installations. 

The gallery opens from 1- 
7pm each day, except for the fi- 
nal day of the exhibition when 
it closes at 5pm.

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A RETROSPECTIVE of an acclaimed sculptor and stone carver 
has opened in Canary Wharf. Bridget McCrum’s new 
exhibition, Past Present, at One Canada Square was 
unveiled last week and provides visitors with a sweeping 
look back at the artist’s career. 

The 8o-year-old sculptor’s works range from an early 
carving of a dog made when McCrum was 16 through to 
large bronzes and stone carvings produced this year. 

A major theme in Past Present is the various depictions of 
birds, including their characteristics and habits. 

Later in the autumn, a free tour of the exhibition is being 
held with curator Ann Elliott and McCrum.

Eating out, eating in 

It's early days for new 
broom at the old Vic 



The Victoria is gastro pub expensive

THE Victoria has recently 
changed hands and the fa- 
miliar dark and twinkly in- 
teriors have been replaced 
with a bright and breezy 
colour palette, piquing my 
curiosity... unfortunately 
we all know what hap- 
pened to the cat. 

It's rather nice and homely in- 
side and the Silver Fox loved the 
soundtrack of early T Rex, but 
there are strewn broadsheets 
and uncleared tables after 
the Sunday lunch rush. There's 
a good-sized outside space and 
charming booths in the garden, 
with even an old style caravan 
ready to serve cocktails. 

The food menu is a funny 
mixture of 'fun' and over- 
familiar, yet gastro pub expen- 
sive. I'm left unclear as to what 
they're aiming for until the 
food arrives. I'm not one for be- 
ing cajoled into enforced fun as 
you can probably tell and I'm 
sure they may feel horrified to 
think they might have a bor- 
derline 'theme pub' feel. 

'British' tapas of cod scotch 


egg (£5.75!) and Glamorgan 
sausages were small, bland and 
under-seasoned. I'm afraid it 
wasn't clear what the 
ingredients were either. At these 
prices, my expectations are un- 
fortunately high. Luckily the 
sweet potato fritters were 
flavoursome but this time over- 
seasoned. 

This selection of £15 worth of 


tapas was served on a wooden 
board with very little flair and 
no colour apart from the fried 
palette of browns and yellow, 
save a smear of beetroot and 
blackcurrant chutney which 
was inedible. 

The taste of artificial black- 
currant was reminiscent of a 
Slush Puppy and I'm still hav- 
ing flashbacks. 


Mains offish and chips along- 
side a veggie burger were fine 
but not £12.50 and £11.50 fine. 
The fish was cooked and 
steamed nicely in its ultimate- 
ly flabby batter, my veggie 
burger was plainer than an ar- 
rowroot biscuit. 

Thank goodness for the chips 
which were great and spiked 
with smoked paprika which 
was a welcome touch and show 
of care. At this point I'm afraid 
I wasn't going to risk pudding. 

The wine menu is solid and 
we enjoyed a good Colombard 
and Chablis. Service was friend- 
ly but erred on the slow side. 

This is early days so fingers 
crossed with a little wizardry in 
the kitchen and a fairer eye on 
pricing, this could be a rather 
lovely little local. 

Knock a few quid off each 
course and our perception 
would re-evaluate the offer- 
ings as pub grub and avoid 
discontent. 

Two ate hoping for much 
more, for just over £50.

Toxtilla pizza - serves 4 


Ingredients 

FOR THE BASE: 

2 tbsps olive oil 
2 crushed garlic cloves 
1 x 400g can plum tomatoes 

1 tsp oregano or mixed Italian 
herbs 

2 tsp tomato puree 

4 wholemeal soft tortilla wraps 


1 x i25g ball reduced-fat 
mozzarella, drained 

FOR THE TOPPING: 

8og mushrooms, sliced 
Half a tsp smoked paprika 
1 small red onion, sliced 
8og frozen pepper, thawed, or 
half a fresh pepper, sliced 


Method 

1. Place two baking trays in the 
oven. Preheat to 200°C. 

2. Add the oil and garlic to a cold 
saucepan and place over a low- 
medium heat to warm up for 
one to two minutes. Add the 
tomatoes, herbs and puree and 
mix thoroughly, breaking up the 
tomatoes. 

3. Bring the mixture to the boil. 
Reduce the temperature and 
simmer for five minutes. 

4. Spoon about three table- 
spoons of the sauce onto each 


tortilla wrap, evenly coat them, 
leaving a 2cm edge for the cmst. 

5. Tear the mozzarella into small 
pieces and scatter a quarter 
over each pizza. 

6 . Sprinkle the paprika over 
the sliced mushrooms. Add the 
peppers and onion. 

7. Carefully remove the baking 
trays from the oven and place 
the pizzas on top. Then transfer 
back to the oven. Cook for five 
to ten minutes until the 
cheese is melted and the crusts 
are golden.

Transforming Selby St 

Work on the transformation of the latest patch of unloved land has started in 
Selby Street, with a new volunteer who has taken on the land as part of the 
adopt a garden scheme. The patch has been adopted by Aoife Kixwan and 
here she describes why she has taken on the challenge and what her plans are.

MY partner Ian and I have 
lived in Whitechapel for 
the past few years and we 
enjoy being part of an 
ever changing city. 

The area has amazing histo- 
ry and is close to work and all 
the cultural attractions that 
London has to offer. But I am 
also an enthusiastic gardener. 
I love growing things and grew 
up surrounded by lots of land 
and space. 

Our small balcony (the width 
of one flower pot) is now 
crammed with plants and flow- 
ers. We have often dreamed of 
cultivating a garden or an allot- 
ment and having a suitable 
space to keep a beehive. 

We used to regularly walk by 
an overgrown plot of waste 
ground at the end of Selby 
Street, just a few minutes walk 
from our flat. Although it looked 
lush and green, we thought it 
was a shame that it was so 
overgrown and that it could be 
a nice place to create a garden. 

Then, this spring, we met 
Sam Dundas-Dunbar, the coun- 
cil's Cleaner, Greener volunteer 
co-ordinator, at Columbia Road 
flower market who told us 
about the 'adopt a garden' 
scheme. We mentioned the 


Selby Street plot to her, she did 
some investigating and found 
out it belonged to Thomas 
Buxton Primary School. 

We were thrilled when Sam 
contacted us to say that it might 
be possible to adopt the plot and 
turn it into a garden. She 
arranged a meeting with the 
headteacher, Lorraine Flanagan, 
and I developed my ideas into 
some preliminary plans. 

Lorraine very kindly agreed to 


the proposal and has also 
arranged for a tree surgeon to 
make safe and trim back some 
troublesome tree growth, in 
the process letting in lots more 
light for growing. Once the 
trees were sorted, Sam arranged 
for Veolia and the Find it Fix it 
Love it team to clear the plot of 
the dumped rubbish. 

We think this is a lovely space 
and we are anxious to make the 
most of its potential. Now it can 


be seen properly and all the 
work has been done with the 
trees and clearance, the respon- 
sibility is daunting! 

We plan to garden organical- 
ly, planting lots of bee- and 
insect-friendly flowers and 
shmbs. We will build raised beds 
for vegetables and fruit bush- 
es and explore the potential to 
turn the bare, white railway wall 
into a living wall. 

As the plot has no water 
supply, a big challenge will be 
to figure out the best way of cap- 
turing and storing water. 

There's a lot of hard work 
involved, but we have great sup- 
port from the Tower FTamlets 
team and are looking forward to 
turning this into a beautiful, 
productive piece of land and 
improving the appearance of 
our area in the process. 

The adopt-a-garden scheme 
is a great opportunity for peo- 
ple to come together, have fun 
and take responsibility for a 
green space.

Gardening tips from 
the Horticultural 
Trades Association 

SEPTEMBER is a time when 
some border plants come 
into their own, just as the 
rest of your summer 
flower plants are past 
their prime. 

A classic late flowerer is the 
pretty Japanese anemone, also 
known as the windflower, 
which can be grown in sun or 
shade and is good for lighting 
up a dark corner of the garden. 

They like well-drained soil and 
often spread by themselves, 
creating new clumps that can 
be lifted and planted elsewhere. 

There are lots of varieties to 
choose from, from white through 
to almost red, and the plant 
flowers reliably every year from 


August through to October. 

Anemones are hardy and 
easy to grow so are good for 
beginners, as well as being 
versatile around the garden in 
sun or shady places. A multitude 
of flowers are produced through- 
out the summer and are ideal 
subjects for cut flowers, borders 
and rockery displays. 

They are a firm favourite of 
award-winning Gardeners' 
World photographer Jason In- 
gram: “Japanese anemones are 
extremely photogenic flowers 
which brighten up the garden 
in late summer or autumn, pro- 
ducing simple saucers in white 
and various shades of pink. 

“They are a 'must have' bor- 
der plant for the autumn and 
put on a fantastic display in the 
period where most gardens are 
starting to look tired and over.''

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

He competed in an Orange 
tournament at Aldersbroolc in 
Wanstead and was beaten by 
just a point.

"So when I see those kids of 
six and seven starting out like 
I did, I want to give something 
back to the club and the com- 
munity."

SCHOOLS in Tower Ham- 
lets are among the best ur- 
ban schools in the world f 
according to three acade- 
mic experts. 

The glowing assessment is 
one of the conclusions of an 
independent report analysing 
how the council transformed 
the performance of the bor- 
ough's schools, published in 
December. 

In 1997 Tower Hamlets' 
schools were rated the worst in 
the country and the following 
year Ofsted declared the coun- 
cil's education department, the 
best-funded in the country, to 
be failing. 

Today, Tower Hamlets is seen 
as an educational success sto- 
ry, with excellent schools and 
exam results. 

Three respected educational 
academics, Prof David Woods, 
Prof Chris Husbands and Dr 
Chris Brown, analysed how this 


turnaround was achieved in 
their report, called Transform- 
ing Education for All: the Tow- 
er Hamlets Story. 

The authors said other local 
authorities in areas of depriva- 
tion around the world could 
learn the lessons of Tower Ham- 
lets, particularly as the im- 
provement of schools was 
borough-wide. 

The report concludes: "The ex- 
perience of Tower Hamlets since 


1998 is inspirational. It shows 
that improvement is not only 
possible but achievable, that 
improvement in some schools 
does not need to be bought at 
the expense of others and that 
improvement can not only be 
sustained but surpassed. 

"As a result, it is not unreason- 
able to argue that what Tower 
Hamlets has created are some 
of the best urban schools in the 
world."
